o Publication Bogun of Docu­ 
ments Found In Ant­ 
arctic Hut. 


T 


HE story of the polar exj>editioii 
which ended in the first exeat 
catastrophe in the history of 
antarctic exploration is begun 
In the current issue of Ever;,' >dy’s 
Mac azine, which is to publish Captain 
Scott’s diaries in this country. 
The 
diaries, records and photographs were 
discovered and brought back by the re­ 
lief party that found the bodies of the 
commander and his followers. 
There 
were twelve closely written journals, 
containing some 200,000 words. 
The Terra Nova, which sailed out of 
the New Zealand harl>or of Lyttleton 
o n Nov. 20, 1910, encountered bad 
weather almost from the beginning. 
Scott tells of the storm on Dec. 1 and 
then of the landing in the first week 
o f the new year—1911—on Cape Evans 
o f MeMurdo sound. 
The second day 
o f disembarkation the party met with 
a strange adventure. 


Tells o f Killer Wha les. 
“Close to the water’s edge lay the 
wire stern rope of the ship, and our 
twro Eskimo dogs were tethered to 
this,” Scott writes. 
“I did not think of connecting the 
movements of the whales with this 
fact, and, seeing them so close, 1 
shouted to Ponting, who was standing 
abreast of the ship. 
He seized his 
camera and ran toward the floe edge 
to get a close picture of the beasts, 
which had momentarily disappeared. 
“The next moment the whole floe un­ 
der him ami the dogs heaved up and 
split into fragments. 
Whale after

in dog life, and an empty stomach 
makes a fierce dog.” 
One day near the end of the out­ 
ward march the pony Weary Willy, 
true to his name, had lagged behind 
and, being tired, slipped and fell. 
A 
dog team was just coming up. 
The 
instant they saw him fall they dash­ 
ed at him regardless of control. 
Weary Willy made a gallant fight of 
it, biting and shaking some of the 
dogs with his teeth, but getting much 
bitten himself, though by good imp 
not seriously. 
At last the men beat 
them off, breaking ski sticks and steer­ 
ing stick. Yet the dogs were so tough 
that they got off uninjured. 
Under date of Feb. 10, 1911, the 
daily routine is described as follows: 
“We turn out of our sleeping bags 
about 9 p. m. Somewhere about 11:30 
I shout to the Soldier Oates, ‘How are 
things?* There is a response suggest­ 
ing readiness, and soon after figures 
are busy among sledges and horses. 
“Still we wait; the picketing lines 
must be gathered up, a few pony put-

whale rose under the ice, setting it 
rocking fiercely. 
One could hear the 
‘booming’ noise as the whales rose un­ 
der the ice and struck it with their 
backs. 
Luckily Ponting kept his feet 
and was able to flee to security. 
By 
an extraordinary chance also the splits 
had been made around and between 
the dogs so that neither of them fell 
into the water. 
“Then it was clear that the whales 
shared our astonishment, for one after 
another their huge, hideous heads shot 
vertically into the air through the 
cracks which they had made. As they 
reared them to a height of six or eight 
feet (killers run to twenty feet long) 
it was possible to see their tawny head 
markings, their small, glistening eyes 
and their terrible array of teeth, by 
far the largest and most terrifying in 
the world. 
Dogs Badly Frightened. 
“There cannot be a doubt that they 
looked up to see what had happened 
to Ponting and the dogs. 
The latter 
were horribly frightened and strained 
at their chains, whining. The head of 
one killer must certainly have been 
within five feet of one of the dogs. 
“After this whether they thought the 
game insignificant or whether they 
missed Ponting is uncertain, but the 
terrfying creatures passed on to other 
hunting.” 
Three months of open weather were 
spent in laying the depots southward. 
Various excitements were occasioned 
by the dogs and ponies, and these make 
up the most interesting parts of this 
part of the diary. 
“With our present routine,” says 
Scott, “the dogs remain behind an 
hour or more trying to hit off their ar­ 
rival in the new camp soon after the 
ponies have been picketed. The teams 
are pulling very well, Meares’ espe­ 
cially. 
Pony Fights Off Huskies.

Daily March Begins. 
“At last all is ready. One says, ‘All 
right. Bowers, go ahead,’ and Birdie 
(for such w a s his nickname) leads 
his 
big animal forward, starting, as he con­ 
tinues, at a steady pace. 
The horses 
have got cold and at the word they 
are off—the soldier’s and one or two 
others with a rush. 
“Finuesko (fur boots) give a poor 
foothold 011 tlie slippery sastrugi (hard­ 
ened snow waves), and for a minute 
or two drivers have some difficulty in 
maintaining the pace on their feet. 
Movement is warming, and in ten min­ 
utes the column has settled itself to 
steady marching. 
“As the end of the half march ap­ 
proaches I get out my whistle. 
Then 
at a shrill blast Bowers wheels slight­ 
ly to the left: his tent mates lead still 
farther out to got the distance for the 
picket lines. Oates and I stop behind 
Bowers and Evans, the two other 
sledges of our sq uad behind the two 
others of Bowers’. 
So we are drawn 
up in camp formation. 
The picket 
lines are run across at right angles 
to the line of advance and secured to 
the two sledges at each end. In a few 
minutes ponies are 
011 the lines cov­ 
ered, tents up again and cookers going. 
“Meanwhile the dog drivers after a 
long, cold wait at the old camp have 
packed the last sledge and come trot­ 
ting along our tracks. 
They try to 
time their arrival in the new camp im­ 
mediately after our own and generally 
succeed well. The midmarch halt runs 
into an hour and at the end we pack 
up and tramp forth again. 
“We generally make our final camp 
about 8 o’clock and within an hour and 
a half most of us are In our sleeping 
bags. 
At the long halts we do our 
best for our animals by building snow 
walls and improving their rugs.” 


Many Mishaps. 
With blizzard weather and the loss 
of ponies because of it the various par­ 
ties laying in supplies encountered one 
misfortune after another. 
The word 
now was, “Back to the shelter of Hut 
Point!” The Barrier was cold and the 
sea ice so dangerous that It nearly 
wrecked the expedition then and there. 
Some five miles of sea ice extended 
between the solid plane of the Bar­ 
rier and nut Point 
Bowers, with Cherry Garrard and 
Crean, had duly made for Hut Point 
with the ponies. 
As they advanced 
over the sea ice toward Hut Point one 
crack appeared after another till at 
last they reached one which showed 
the ice to be actually on the move. At 
once they turned and hastened back, 
but the Ice was drifting out to sen! 
The ponies behaved splendidly, 
jump­ 
ing the ever widening 
cracks with ex­ 
traordinary sagacity, while their driv­ 
ers launched the sledges back over the 


cracks In order not to risk the ponies’ 
legs. 
Eventually they reached what 
looked like a safe place. Men and po­ 
nies were thoroughly exhausted. Camp 
was pitched and the weary party fell 
asleep. 
But soon Bowers was awakened by a 
strange noise. 
The ice had begun to 
break up even at their camping spot: 
one of their four ponies had disap­ 
peared into the sea and they were sur­ 
rounded by water. 
Packing up hurriedly, for five long 
hours they fought their way over 
three-q uarters of a mile of drifting ice. 
getting p* nies and loads from floe to 
floe. They stuck to their charges man­ 
fully. On them depended the hojKi of 
reaching the pole, for the 
lo ss of more 
ponies and eq uipment must 
sj k? 11 ruin 
for their chief’s plans. 
Open water 
cut them off from the Barrier, and had 
they been able to reach it there was 
small prospect of finding a way for the 
ponies up the ice wall. And all round 
the savage killer whales were blowing 
and snorting in the open water spaces. 
Volunteers to Find Help. 
Crean then with great gallantry vol­ 
unteered to make his way somehow 
to firm ground and find help. 
It was 
a desperate venture. He jumped from 
floe to floe, and at last, with the help 
of his ski stick, climbed up the face 
of the barrier from a piece of ice 
which touched the ice cliff at the right 
moment 
Cherry-Garrard stayed with Bowers, 
at his req uest, for little Bowers would 
never give up his charge while a gleam 
of hope remained, and for a whole 
day these two were afloat. 
To the rescue, then, hut not without 
a plan. 
First to Safety camp to take 
up some provisions and oil, and then 
to the scene of the disaster, marching 
carefully along the ice edge. 
“To my joy,” says Scott, “I caught 
sight of the lost party. 
We got our 
Alpine rope and with its help dragged 
the two men to the surface. I pitched 
camp at a safe distance from the edge 
and then we all started salvage work. 
The ice had ceased to drift and lay 
close and q uiet against the Barrier’s 
edge. 
We got the men at 5:30 p. in., 
and all the sledges and effects on to 
the Barrier by 4 a. m.

Washington, July 7.—The Wilson ad­ 
ministration’s failure to encourage 
even the slightest progress toward 
disposing of the numerous vexatious 
matters of foreign relations confront­ 
ing this government is due to the de­ 
sire of President Wilson to concen­ 
trate on his ambitious program of both 
tariff and currency reform legislation 
at the extra session of congress. This 
has been most clearly indicated recent­ 
ly in official q uarters. 
President Wilson has' practically is­ 
sued an order to the state department 
that the White House be not worried 
with matters of foreign relations any 
more than is absolutely necessary, and 
that as far as possible settlement of 
existing controversies be deferred un­ 
til congress is safely out of the way 
and the chief features of the adminis­ 
tration program are satisfactorily dis­ 
posed of. 
The president, it is understood, is 
not content to let Mr. Bryan go ahead 
with such matters as the Panama ca­ 
nal dispute with Great Britain while 
the White House is necessarily ab­ 
sorbed with matters on Capitol Hill. 
Mr. Wilson is determined to go into 
such matters of foreign relations him­ 
self, and until he can find the time to 
give them serious study is unwilling 
that anything whatsoever shall be 
done in them by his secretary of state 
His determination to exercise the 
guiding hand in the conduct of the for­ 
eign relations of the United States 
was revealed early in his administra­ 
tion, when he wrote with his own hand 
and issued from the White House the 
statements regarding Latin-American 
policy and the withdrawal of the 
United States from the sextuple loan 
negotiations with China. Also it was 
the president w’ho wrote the first note 
in 
reply 
to the Japanese 
protest 
against the California alien land law. 
If it were possible the president : 
would include the Japanese controver- 
j 
sy among those matters which are to 
j 
be laid on the shelf until tariff and 
currency are out of the way. Only the 
strong pressure from the Japanese 
government prevents this being done. 
There is now a well defined impres­ 
sion in Washington that the adminis­ 
tration hopes to protract the negotia- 
j 
tions with Japan over a long period of ; 
time, so that the day of settlement 
j 
may be deferred as long as possible.

As origin ally deposited, deep in the 
rocks, m an y of the fam iliar m etals, 
especially copper, lead, zin c, silv er ami 
qu icksilv er, ex ist as su lphides—th a t is, 
as m in erals composed of on e or more 
m etals chemically combin ed with su l­ 
phu r. In su ch origin al or prim ary de­ 
posits the gen ereally w orthless iron 
su lphide, py rite, is likely to predom i­ 
n ate, w hile the m ore v alu able m etals 
may be presen t in qu an tities too small 
to be profitably ex tracted. 
In the cou rse of geologic ages, how­ 
ev er, as the lan d w ears down u n der 
the ceaseless attack of w eather an d 
ru n n in g w ater, the prim ary ore de­ 
posit, with its sm all proportion of v al­ 
u able m etals, is itself ex posed to the 
forces of disin tegration an d decay th at 
are operatin g ov er all lan d su rfaces on 
the globe.

Automatic Lig hting Plant. 
An automatic electric lig hting plant 
desig ned for priv ate use is mounted on 
two cross g irders for conv enient porta­ 
bility and comprises an oil eng ine, dy ­ 
namo, automatic starting switch and 
water tank. 
The small battery also 
supplied has a capacity much below 
that of the charg ing plant. The appa­ 
ratus is so desig ned that while the bat­ 
tery is charg ed and not at work the en­ 
g ine is at rest, and it continues at rest 
white the lamps turned on are l>eint: 
fed sufficiently by the stored cuirent. 
But when the battery v oltag e falls be­ 
low a certain point the automatic 
switch sets the machinery in motion. 
The starting current—quickly cut off 
by a time limit circuit breaker—turns 
the dy namo, and this starts the eng ine, 
which runs as long as needed. 
When 
the lessened use of current permits the 
battery to become sufficiently charg ed 
the switch stops the eng ine.

the desired shade. 
The iron boring s 
should be sifted. 
After the parts are 
thoroug hly mix ed add enoug h water 
to make a paste. 
This is applied to 
the defects and blowholes with a putty 
knife. When the paste has dried thor­ 
oug hly it can be machined just as the 
metal.—Popular Mechanics.

Ozo ne and Pine Trees. 
W hat is the reason th a t p ine and fir 
trees and others of the sp ecies are 
surrounded more than other trees by 
ozone and th at therefore forests of the 
“needle leaved" trees are so health 
giving? 
If the theory of Professor 
Lem strom of H elsingfors is correct 
this can now be exp lained, for the 
“needles" act on the atm osp here as 
generators of electricity, so th at the 
trees are alw ays surrounded by elec­ 
tricity 
nnd 
consequently 
by 
ozone. 
Professor 
I.em strom 
began 
his 
re­ 
searches in this direction by studying 
the uses of the sp ikes or “beards” of 
grain (w heat and rye), which be found 
to be generators of electricity, which 
the p laut requires for its p rop er devel­ 
op ment. 


Cellulo se Fro m Asparag us. 
The American consul at H am burg 
has rep orted the details of the p rocess 
invented by Professor Otto Reinke for j 
the recovery of cellulose from asp ara­ 
gus w aste from canning factories nnd 
from the asp aragus stalks th a t m ature 
after the edible crop has been gath­ 
ered. 
H eretofore these residues have 
been p ractically w orthless excep t as 
fertilizers, as they have but little nu­ 
tritive value when used as fodder, and 
attem p ts to utilize them in making 
coarse p ap er or p acking m aterial have 
not resulted satisfactorily. 
A fter un­ 
dergoing a com p aratively simp le me­ 
chanical and chemical treatm ent they 
yield a beautiful p ure cellulose, which 
m ay be used for bandages, blasting 
m aterial, p ap er, tissues, fine felt, card­ 
board. etc.

CEMENT ICE BOXES. 


To Make Stick Shellac. 
It is often desired to use shellac iu 
solid or stick form, and to get it into 
this shap e by inciting and molding re­ 
quires 
considerable time. 
A 
much 
quicker method is to p lace the shellac 
in a shallow box. sp read it out in a 
thin layer and p lay the flame from a 
Bunsen burner up on it until the m ass 
is m elted and run together. 
Allow it 
to stand a few seconds, then with 
moistened fingers fold it over and over 
and shap e it w ith the fingers. 
It is 
p ossible to m ake a stick eight or ten 
inches long and five-eighths of an inch 
in diam eter in about five minutes. 


Gro wing Use o f Co ncrete In the Co n­ 
structio n o f Dwelling s. 
Concrete has invaded the home in so 
m any ways and form s th at its use has 
ceased to be a uovelty and has come 
to be regarded as a necessity. 
It is 
not a t all unusual now adays to find 
concrete sp ecified as fhe m aterial for 
floors and molded baseboards, for m an­ 
tels and firep laces, stair rails and 
newel p osts, for laundry-tubs and flow­ 
er boxes. 
One of the new est form s in which 
cem ent has ap p eared w ithin the home 
is th at of the refrigerator. 
Such a re­ 
frigerator has a steel fram e covered 
with mesh w ire and incased w ith a 
layer of concrete which is coated w itn 
w aterp roofing and two coats of ce­ 
m ent enamel. 
There is an air sp ace 
betw een the inner and outer walls 
which is filled w ith cork or left va 
cant, p roviding a (lead air sp ace.which 
p revents the m elting of ice within. 
Sup p orts for the interior shelves are 
inverted in the concrete w alls or fas­ 
tened to the steel skeleton. 
A coating 
of w aterp oof eiramel gives the refrig­ 
erator all the advantages of tile, w ith 
the added feature of its being p racti­ 
cally m onolithic— no joints or cracks. 
T he doors of this unique household 
article are flush w ith the outside and 
when clo sed are fo rced by the lev er 
handle ag ainst a rubber cushio n, thus 
fo rming an air tig ht co ntact.
